On  behalf  of  those  who  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  and  working  with 
Mr.  Harris,  I  would  like  to  express  my  deepest  gratitude  for  his  service  to 
St.  Andrew's,  his  encouragement  and  support  of  alumni  of  all  ages,  his  sense 
of  humour  and  his  dedication  to  help  make  a  good  school  a  great  one.

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Peter  Douglas  George  Harris, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  St.  Andrew's  College,  died  in 
Toronto  on  Nov.  1,  1996,  at  the  age 
of  sixty-one.  Businessman, 
philanthropist,  man  of  faith,  he 
was  par  excellence  an  architect 
of  beneficence  in  human  affairs; 
eulogies,  newspaper  articles,  and 
words  spoken  by  the  several 
thousands  of  people  who  attended 
the  memorial  services  in  the  days 
following  his  death  attest  to  the 
breadth  and  depth  of  his  influence 
in  the  diverse  spheres  in  which  he 
moved.  Nowhere,  however,  were  his 
gifts  more  keenly  felt  than  at 
St.  Andrew's  College  from  1979  to  1996. 

Certain  of  Peter's  formative 
experiences  as  a  young  lad  at  "the 
school  down  the  road"  appear  to 
have  left  their  traces.  Bursary 
assistance  allowed  him  at  one  point 
to  continue  his  studies  despite  a 
change  in  family  circumstances. 
He  never  forgot  that;  his  desire  to 
"give  back"  something  of  what  he 
had  received  became  a  quiet 
understatement  in  many  of  his 
ventures;  the  leitmotif  of  his 
leadership  in  the  educational  world 
was  the  determination  to  accord 
young  men  those  experiences  which 
foster  the  development  of  intellect, 
character,  and  spiritual  depth. 
His  early  passions  for  boxing  and 
debating — he  served  on  both  teams 
at  UCC,  reflect  the  feisty  resolve  and 
the  exultation  in  intellectual 
challenge  which  he  brought  to 
his  work.  The  imprint  of  the 
independent  school  ethos  with  its 
emphasis  on  mental  and  physical 


development,  teamwork,  and  social 
responsibility,  was  indelible. 
"Andreans  are  nurtured",  he  would 
later  write,  "by  the  fellowship 
and  sense  of  community  which  flows 
from  doing  one's  part  and  doing 
it  well!" 

The  years  prior  to  Peter's 
appointment  to  the  Board  at  SA.C. 
had  been  replete  with  distinction: 
a  meteoric  rise  to  the  position  of 
CEO  and  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  A.E.  Ames,  philanthropic 
involvement  with  the  Anglican 
Diocese  of  Toronto,  The  Scott 
Mission,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
the  Clarke  Institute  of  Psychiatry, 
co-founder  of  the  Canadian 
Educational  Standards  Institute. 
However,  the  consummate  exercise 
of  his  skill  as  a  visionary  leader  and 
strategist  began  in  1978  when  he 
accepted  an  appointment  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  College. 
Scarcely  a  year  later  he  was  elected 
Chairman.  Peter's  prescience  in 
practical  financial  matters,  and  the 
depth  of  his  understanding  of  the 
human  condition  were  combined 
with  an  uncompromising 
commitment  of  time  and  energy. 
His  daily  phone  conferences  with 
the  Headmaster  covered  every  phase 
of  the  School's  operation.  Regarded 
by  Board  Members  as  an  incisive 
analyst  and  planner,  Peter's  capacity 
to  listen  was  equally  acute.  This 
"gentle  man  and  gentleman",  this 
"galaxy  of  men"  as  he  has  been 
variously  described,  needed  only 
one  thing  to  launch  St.  Andrew's 
into  a  new  era. 


The  chemistry  of  the  relationship 
between  the  Chairman  and  the 
Headmaster  was  the  key.  On  the 
details  of  that  crucial  and 
ineluctable  interaction  rested  the 
success  of  both  men  and  the 
fortunes  of  the  College.  The  short 
term  with  Tom  Hockin  had  been 
salutary.  Now  in  1981,  Peter  found 
himself  teamed  with  a  new 
Headmaster,  Robert  Bedard.  The 
two  men  swiftly  discovered  that 
their  gifts  were  more  than 
complementary;  they  were  catalytic. 
In  short  order,  the  Harris-Bedard 
duo  were  demonstrating,  in  at  least 
three  spheres  of  College  life,  a  co- 
ordinated synergy  that  would  alter 
St.  Andrew's  forever. 

Academic  excellence  was  an 
absolute  priority  for  Peter.  When  he 
proposed  "Operation  Enrichment" — 
an  aggressive  plan  to  secure,  retain, 
and  develop  top  quality  teaching 
staff,  he  could  not  have  found  a 
more  sympathetic  ally  than  the  new 
Headmaster.  Bob  Bedard's  agility  on 
the  tennis  court  and  lightning 
reflexes  were  equalled  by  a  rare 
perspicaciousness  in  human 
resource  assessment.  "Operation 
enrichment"  meant  more  than 
getting  the  best  and  ensuring  the 
development  of  their  talents;  it  also 
altered  the  student/teacher  ratio  in 
the  classroom  and  guaranteed  the 
College  a  commanding  profile  in  an 
increasingly  competitive  market. 
That  was  only  the  beginning. 

Peter  Harris's  own  prodigious 
intellectual  vigour  and  sense  of 
urgency  about  being  on  the 
innovative  forefront  in  education 
issued  in  the  conviction  that  the 
right  people  had  to  be  equipped 
with  the  most  effective  technology. 
When  Aubrey  Foy  proposed  that  the 
School  forge  ahead  with  a  campus- 
wide  computer  network,  the  Harris 
imprimatur  was  instant.  The  fibre 
optic  cable  which  was  installed  over 
the  next  year  was  consistent  with 
his  vision:  a  tool  which  would  help 
bind  individuals  together  in  a 
community,  link  them  to  the  outside 
world,  and  permit  quantum  leaps  in 
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growth.  In  an  article  entitled 
Mr.  Chips  and  Microchips  written 
in  1993,  he  observed  with  his 
characteristic  verve:  "...at  St.  Andrew's, 
education  is  not  some  delightfully 
benign  pursuit  carried  out  in  Mr. 
Chips'  fashion  in  wonderful  Old 
World  Architecture...  St.  Andrew's 
must  be  totally  immersed  in  a 
dynamic,  exciting,  incredibly 
challenging  pursuit!... 
The  binding  of  the  timeless  values 
of  Mr.  Chips  and  the  dynamic 
opportunities  from  microchips — 
therein  lies  the  challenge!"  This  full- 
bore  willingness  to  confront  the 
exigencies  of  fast-paced  change  in 
society  and  education  was  anything 
but  ingenuous;  there  was  full 
realisation  of  the  heavy  initial  costs. 
The  Harris  approach  was  invariably 
that  if  something  was  worth  doing,  it 
was  worth  doing  well  regardless 
of  expense.  That  philosophy  has 
palpably  enriched  the  School  in 
the  second  major  sphere  of  Peter's 
influence:  the  arts. 

In  June  of  1989  Peter  listened  to 
William  Scoular  propose  an  Arts 
Festival  in  which  a  wide  variety  of 
talents  might  be  showcased.  He 
immediately  threw  his  full  support 
behind  what  would  become  a 
venture  of  unprecedented 
dimensions.  The  first  Focus  Festival 
of  the  Arts  in  the  Spring  of  1990  was 
a  magnificent  success  with  scores 
of  boys  contributing  their  gifts  in 
music,  literature,  theatre,  films, 
painting  and  sculpture.  The  effect 
on  the  community  was  electric;  and 
no  one's  excitement  was  greater 
than  that  of  the  Chairman  whose 
concern  for  aesthetics  had  already 
begun  to  manifest  itself  in  quiet 
changes  around  the  campus.  With 
a  deep  personal  interest  in  painting, 
Peter  enthusiastically  endorsed  Bob 
Bedard's  suggestion  that  the  School 
might  acquire  an  art  collection  by 
offering  benefactors  an  opportunity 
to  purchase  quality  works.  Over 
the  next  few  years  the  corridors  of 
Dunlap  Hall  and  the  walls  of  the 
residences  were  transformed  as 
over  three  hundred  paintings,  thirty 


percent  of  them  originals,  were 
displayed.  Works  of  art  in  a  variety  of 
media  have  been  added  in  an  ongoing 
program  that  has  immeasurably 
enhanced  the  beauty  of  our  buildings. 

Academics  and  Art  were 
nevertheless,  in  a  certain  respect, 
ancillary  to  Peter  Harris's  deep 
conviction  that  wholeness  in  human 
development  was  bound  up  with  the 
values  inherent  in  strong  community 
life.  He  cared  about  every  facet  of 
the  life  of  the  College  because, 
in  the  end,  the  vitality  of  the 
community  was  thereby  enhanced. 
As  Chairman  he  led  the  School 
through  several  major  construction 
projects:  the  renovation  of  Dunlap 
Hall,  the  addition  of  the  pool  and 


always  told  the  teachers.  "You  are 
the  important  people  here.  You're  on 
the  front  lines  making  it  happen!" 
In  so  many  ways,  though,  that  very 
graciousness  was  his  modus 
operandi  in  every  sphere.  Board 
members,  too,  were  constantly  on  the 
receiving  end  of  eloquent  verbal 
bouquets  of  thanks  for  their  part  in 
supporting  the  community. 

Peter  celebrated  life  boldly:  he 
loved  hymns  and  poetry;  he  rejoiced 
in  those  who  were  close  to  him;  he 
cherished  beauty  in  nature  and  art. 
Ceremony  and  tradition  were 
important  to  him  as  well  as  signs  of 
something  deeper.  He  once  wrote: 
"Our  pride  in  our  highland  ways  is 
not  just  for  the  trappings  but  for  all 


squash  court  facilities  and  the 
construction  of  the  six-plex 
residence  for  staff.  He  ensured 
that  endowments  increased,  more 
scholarships  were  available,  and 
that  faculty  were  encouraged  to 
pursue  professional  development. 
He  will  be  forever  remembered  for 
orchestrating  a  magic  evening  in 
which  staff  members  were  treated 
to  the  Barnes  Exhibit  at  the  AGO 
followed  by  a  superb  dinner  at  the 
Faculty  Club  at  the  University  of 
Toronto.  This  gracious  gesture,  the 
details  of  which  Peter,  and  his 
beloved  Annie,  carried  out  with 
typically  unobtrusive  but  surgical 
precision,  was  not  just 
magnanimous;  it  was  an  outward 
and  visible  expression  of  what  he 


the  values  they  stand  for!"  In  the 
last  days  of  his  illness  he  quoted  to 
me  from  memory  his  favourite  hymn, 
"Once  to  every  man  and  nation 
comes  the  moment  to  decide,  in  the 
strife  of  truth  with  falsehood  for  the 
good  or  evil  side."  All  of  us  who  knew 
Peter  Harris  are  deeply  grateful 
that  he  decided  to  be  on  side  at 
St.  Andrew's.  We  will  always  remember 
him,  his  courage,  his  greatness  of 
heart,  and  the  values  which  he  lived  so 
vibrantly  in  our  midst.

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Brian  George  Armstrong  is  no 
stranger  to  leadership  positions.  As 
the  newly  elected  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  St.  Andrew's 
College,  and  a  Board  member 
since  1976,  he  brings  a  wealth  of 
experience  to  help  lead  the  School 
into  its  second  century.  Mr.  Armstrong 
is  a  valued  member  of  the  class  of 
1961 — he  served  his  School  as  a 
Prefect,  was  Chairman  of  the 
Dramatics  Committee,  a  member  of 
the  Debating  Society  and  Editor  of 
the  College  yearbook  The  Review. 
He  was  a  Captain  in  the  Cadet  Corps 
and  won  the  Charles  Ashton  Medal 
for  Proficiency  in  English  and  the 
prize  for  the  editor  of  The  Review 
on  Prize  Day.  A  keen  sportsman, 
then  as  now,  he  won  his  'colours'  in 
both  football  and  hockey — an 
outstanding  achievement. 

His  family  has  deep  roots  at  St. 
Andrew's  as  his  father  T.  G.  Armstrong 
was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1933 
and  later  served  for  many  years  as  a 
Governor  of  the  College  and  for  a 
time  as  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Board. 
As  well,  Brian's  son  Robert  graduated 
from  S.A.C.  in  1987. 

In  1965  Mr.  Armstrong  received  an 
Honours  B.A.  in  Political  Science  and 
Economics  from  Trinity  College, 
University  of  Toronto  and 


subsequently  earned  an  LL.B.  from 
Osgoode  Hall  Law  School  in  1968. 
Called  to  the  Ontario  Bar  in  1970, 
Mr.  Armstrong  moved  to  Ottawa 
to  join  the  staff  of  the  National 
Headquarters  of  the  Progressive 
Conservative  Party  of  Canada  where 
he  worked  as  an  Assistant  to  the 
National  Director.  Returning  to 
Toronto  in  1971,  he  worked  as  a 
Special  Assistant  to  former  Ontario 
Premier  William  G.  Davis. 

He  entered  the  practice  of  law  in 
1974  and  was  appointed  a  Queen's 
Counsel  in  1981.  In  1989  he  joined 
Hill  and  Knowlton  Canada  Limited 
as  President  and  Chief  Executive 
Officer  of  the  firm's  public  opinion 
research  division,  and  then  went 


on  to  become  Vice-President  and 
Chief  Operating  Officer  with 
responsibility  for  managing  the 
firm's  public  affairs,  public  opinion 
research,  and  public  relations 
businesses  nation-wide.  He  returned 
to  the  practice  of  law  with  Smith 
Lyons  in  late  1991. 

With  over  twenty  years  of  experience 
in  the  field  of  administrative  law, 
his  professional  practice  is  focused 
principally  on  counsel  work  before 
federal  and  provincial  regulatory 
boards  and  commissions,  covering  a 
wide  variety  of  issues.  He  has  been 
both  a  lecturer  and  a  participant  in 
the  Continuing  Education  Programs 
of  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada 
and  the  Canadian  Bar  Association 
dealing  with  Administrative  and 
Municipal  Law. 

Mr.  Armstrong  is  a  former 
Director  of  a  number  of  public  and 
private  corporations,  foundations 
and  volunteer  organizations.  A 
resident  of  Aurora,  Ontario,  his  local 
community  involvement  includes 
serving  as  a  Vice  President  and 
founding  Director  of  the  Highlands 
Community  Ratepayers'  Association, 
a  member  of  the  Parish  Council  of 
Trinity  Anglican  Church  in  Aurora 
and  Chair  of  the  Church's  current 
Capital  Campaign.

At  the  Board  of  Governors 
meeting  held  on  November  19, 1996, 
David  L.  Rea  '53  was  elected  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Board.  In  this 
capacity  he  will  work  closely  with  the 
new  Chairman,  Brian  G.  Armstrong 
'61,  on  all  Board  matters,  bringing 
to  his  new  position  the  same  interest 
and  energy  he  has  devoted  to  the 
School  in  the  past. 

David  served  the  School  as  a  class 
representative  in  the  1960s.  After 
a  two-year  posting  to  Winnipeg  in 
the  late  1960s  with  McLeod,  Young, 
Weir  investment  dealers,  he  returned 
to  Toronto  and  was  invited  by  the  late 
Jim  Hamilton  '33  to  serve  on  the 
S.A.C.  Association  Council.  He 
organized  several  outstanding  alumni 
events,  including  a  most  successful 
Highlanders'  Homecoming  in  1985  to 
celebrate  the  60th  anniversary  of  the 
School  in  Aurora. 

David  was  President  of  the  S.A.C. 
Association  from  1982-84.  During 
that  time,  David  and  Paul  Eide 
oversaw  the  reorganization  of 
The  Andrean  from  a  newsletter  to  a 
full-fledged  alumni  magazine.  After 
his  term  as  Association  President, 
David  was  elected  a  Governor  of  the 
School  in  1984. 

In  1991,  David  became  Chairman 
of  the  S.A.C.  Foundation.  The 
Foundation  Chairman  and  Trustees 
are  responsible  for  the  investment 
policy  and  safekeeping  of  the  assets 
of  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  S.A.C. 
Foundation.  The  Foundation  is 
managed  by  the  Executive  Director, 
Jim  Herder  '64,  who  also  serves 
as  Director  of  Development  of 
St.  Andrew's  College.  The 
Endowment  Fund  supports  scholar- 
ships and  bursaries  for  students  at 
St.  Andrew's  as  well  as  named  funds 
for  academic,  athletic,  character  and 
other  awards.  In  addition,  it  provides 
the  College  with  financial  stability  for 
the  future. 

Under  David's  Chairmanship,  the 
Endowment  Fund  has  grown  from 
$1.9  million  in  1991  to  just  over  $10 
million  in  1997.  This  dynamic 
improvement  is  the  result  of  increased 
giving  by  all  facets  of  the  Andrean 


community  and  a  strong  investment 
climate  in  North  America. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  as  Vice- 
Chairman,  David  will  continue  to 
serve  on  the  finance  and  leadership 
committees  of  the  Board.  He  is 
also  an  ex-officio  member  of  the 
S.A.C.  Association. 

David  is  a  partner  in  the 
investment  counselling  firm  of 
Lewis-Rea  Ltd.,  which  specializes 
in  investment  management  for 
high  net  worth  individuals. 


I  an  G.M.  Howey  is  the  newly- 
elected  President  of  the  S.A.C. 
Association.  Ian  has  been  very 
involved  with  the  College  since  his 
graduation  from  St.  Andrew's  in 
1987.  At  the  University  of  Western 
Ontario,  he  instituted  the  first  of  the 
very  successful  university  reunions 
for  S.A.C.  Old  Boys. 

Ian  is  the  52nd  President  of  the 
Organization  which  was  founded 
as  the  Old  Boys'  Association  in 
1904.  It  was  run  entirely  by 
volunteers  until  after  the  Second 
World  War  when  members  of  the 
faculty  and  the  late  Jack  Bennet, 
School  Bursar,  helped  the  Old 
Boys  coordinate  their  activities. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  late  Jim 
Hamilton  in  1965,  the  Association 
had  its  first  full-time  director,  and 
shortly  after  became  the  S.A.C. 
Association  to  include  parents,  past 
and  present,  and  other  friends  of  the 
School  in  addition  to  Old  Boys. 


Ian  received  a  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
Political  Science,  from  the 
University  of  Western  Ontario. 
He  worked  as  a  Special  Projects 
Assistant,  Fund  Raising,  with 
Queen's  for  a  year  following 
graduation  and  then  was  with  the 
Princess  Margaret  Hospital 
Foundation  as  a  fund  raising  project 
coordinator  during  the  Hospital's 
capital  campaign. 

He  completed  the  Canadian 
Securities  Course  in  1994  and  is 
currently  working  towards  the 
Chartered  Financial  Planning  (CFP) 
designation.  He  is  Account  Manager, 
Personal  and  Commercial  Banking, 
with  CIBC  in  Dundalk  and 
Flesherton,  Ontario. 

As  President  of  the  Association, 
Ian  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  and  Trustee  of 
the  S.A.C.  Foundation.  Ian  also  sits 
on  the  Centennial  Committee  of  the 
Board  which  is  planning  the 
celebration  of  the  School's  100th 
anniversary  year  in  1998-99. 
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Acronyms  have  long  been  with 
us.  The  military  gave  us  SNAFU 
which  translates  to  "Situation 
Normal  -  All  Fouled  Up"  or  words  to 
that  effect.  And  who  can  forget 
CINCPAC  from  "Commander  In 
Chief  Pacific".  But  the  military  is  not 
the  only  province  of  these  devices. 
S.A.C.  has  its  own  acronym,  ADUI. 
Just  what  is  an  "ADUI"?  To  the 
uninformed  it  refers  to  Andrew 
Derek  Ure  Inglis. 


Derek  Inglis  taught  me  math  for 
five  consecutive  years  and  I 
enjoyed  them  all.  Behind  his 
matter-of-fact  manner  and  bemused 
expression  lay  the  ability  to  steer 
a  student  from  confusion  into 
understanding  by  means  of  just 
the  right  suggestion.  In  refusing  to 
think  for  his  students,  he  forced 
them  to  do  the  thinking  required 
for  real  learning.

Let's  look  behind  the  initials  and 
get  a  better  look  at  this  complex 
man.  After  schooling  in  Scotland 
and  a  degree,  appropriately  enough 
from  St.  Andrew's  University,  Derek 
taught  school  in  Scotland  before 
sailing  west  in  pursuit  of  greener 
pastures.  This  turned  out  to  be 
Victoria,  B.C.,  where  he  taught  until 
coming  to  the  College  in  1964.  He 
immediately  established  himself  as  a 
premier  teacher  of  mathematics. 

He  became  Head  of  Mathematics 
and  a  Housemaster  before  doing  an 
arabesque  into  the  world  of  adminis- 
trivia  as  Assistant  Headmaster  and 
Director  of  Studies.  Along  the  way 
he  was  Commanding  Officer  of  the 


Cadet  Corps  for  four  years,  coached 
cricket  and  soccer,  and  kept  a 
watchful  eye  on  the  machinations 
of  Lower  School  House  League.  He 
also  acquired  a  taste  for  Cuba, 
looking  like  an  advertisement  for 
sun  tan  lotion  after  one  of  his 
sojourns  south. 

When  Peter  Stuart  retired  the 
staff  felt  that,  at  last,  the  Friday 
morning  information  sessions  in  the 
Masters  Common  Room  would  take 
on  a  serious  mien.  This  was  not  to 
be  as  Derek  proved  to  be  the  master 
of  the  "one  liner".  His  other  interests 
are  Scottish  country  dancing  and 
bridge.  Rumour  has  it  that  he 
covered  most  of  his  university  fees 
as  a  "bridge  shark",  taking  money 
from  unsuspecting  students  at  his 
alma  mater.  He  also  collected  "tuck 
money"  at  every  St.  Andrew's  Day 
Dinner,  for  many  years  the  only 
Master  with  Andrew'  anywhere 
in  his  name. 

His  plans  for  retirement  are 
uncertain,  but  one  guaranteed  activity 
will  be  continuing  as  a  driving 
instructor  for  Bettyne,  and  following 
the  career  of  his  son  Jamie  '91,  who  is 
working  towards  a  doctorate  in 
biochemistry  at  McMaster.  There  is 
also  some  talk  that  he  may  go  on  the 
road  for  McDonald's,  helping  to 
publicize  their  latest  offering,  a 
'McHaggis  sandwich'. 


It  has  been  my  privilege  to  have 
worked  with  Derek  for  over  thirty 
years  and  in  my  view  he  is  the 
consummate  professional.  His 
steady  counsel  and  friendship  are 
two  highlights  of  my  time  at  the 
College.  It  is  good  to  know  that  he 
will  be  only  a  phone  call  away. 

Geoffrey  R.  Smith 
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Bruce  arrived  at  St.  Andrew's 
like  a  crusader,  with  a  mandate  from 
Dr.  Hockin  to  make  S.A.C.'s 
Department  of  History  and  Social 
Sciences  better  than  any  in  the 
public  system.  Within  a  few  years  he 
and  Paul  Bennett,  newly-named 
Headmaster  of  Lower  Canada 
College,  then  Head  of  History  at 
UCC,  had  founded  I.S.H.T.A.O. 
(Independent  Schools  History 
Teachers  Association  of  Ontario) 
and  Bruce  was  busy,  not  only 
helping  mould  the  skills  of  Peter 
Robinson,  Bob  Jones,  and  Tony 
Myrans,  but  also  organizing 
conferences  and  editing  a  semi- 
annual newsletter  specifically 
designed  for  teachers  of  the 
humanities  in  the  Independent 
Schools  across  Ontario. 

I  first  met  Bruce  face  to  face  on 
the  day  of  my  interview  at  S.A.C. 
Mr.  Bedard  was  showing  me  around 
the  School  and  we  stopped  at 
Bruce's  office,  unannounced.  It  was 
early  May,  and  Bruce  was  setting  his 
final  exams.  My  own  efforts  on  this 
front  were  still  weeks  away.  I 
remember  thinking,  "Is  this  guy  ever 
organized!"  I  was  soon  to  discover 
how  typical  this  was  for  Bruce. 

Bruce  is  the  only  son  of  Joe  and 
Marion  Somerville,  a  hard-working 
family  who  lived  for  their  cottage  on 
Lake  Muskoka.  Jackie,  Bruce's  wife, 
says  Bruce  got  his  father's  "sunny" 
disposition  but  isn't  sure  what 
happened  to  the  genes  that  carried 
the  sweetness  her  mother-in-law 
exuded.  This  part  of  Bruce  is 
sometimes  well-hidden,  but  we  all 
know  that  it's  there. 


Examples  of  Bruce's  ample 
reserves  of  compassion,  sensitivity 
and  thoughtfulness  emerge  when 
the  chips  are  down.  When  I  was  in 
hospital,  Bruce  had  the  school  sign 
a  special  Christmas  'get-well'  card 
to  be  delivered  by  a  group  of 
prefects.  And  some  days  later  he 
arrived  with  St.  Andrew's  Day 
blessings  and  produced  from  his 
duffle  coat  a  bottle  of  Drambuie 
and  two  glasses.  We  proceeded  to 
toast  St.  Andrew  and  all  the  Saints, 
one  at  a  time! 

Bruce  graduated  with  Honours 
from  the  University  of  Toronto. 
He  met  Jackie  while  they  both 
worked  at  Eaton's. 

Bruce  worked  in  the  public  school 
system,  becoming  Head  of  History  at 
C.W.  Jeffries  Secondary  School  in 
North  York.  He  worked  perennially 
with  the  Student  Council  during  the 
challenging  days  of  student  activism 
in  the  1970s. 


His  untimely  death  in  1994  rocked 
the  entire  Somerville  world. 

In  1979,  Bruce  accepted  the  helm 
of  the  Department  of  History  and 
Social  Sciences  at  S.A.C.  Since  that 
time,  he  has  acted  faithfully  as  a 
teacher  of  History  and  Economics, 
as  official  faculty  consultant  for  the 
Ministry  of  Education,  as  a  patient 
and  sympathetic  Guidance 
counsellor,  as  a  reliable  Chapel 
service  leader,  as  a  fearless 
spokesperson  for  the  Andrean 
faculty  and  its  corporate  conscience, 
as  a  founder  and  past  President  of 
I.S.H.T.A.O.,  as  a  respected  and 
resourceful  Head  of  History  and 
Social  Sciences,  as  a  dedicated 
Housemaster  of  New  House,  as  a 
masterful  U-14  and  U-15  Basketball 
Coach  ( 1996-97  was  a  winning 
season!),  and  as  the  eager  softball 
pitcher  in  Junior  House  League. 

We  will  miss  his  wry  wit  and  his 
uniquely  Somervillian  view  of  life. 


During  this  time  he  and  Jackie 
brought  three  delightful  young 
Somervilles  into  the  world;  Janet, 
David  and  Denise.  Janet  holds  an 
MA.  in  Irish  Studies  from  the 
University  of  Western  Ontario  and 
teaches  at  Branksome  Hall  in 
Toronto.  Denise,  an  Honours 
Graduate  of  the  University  of 
Waterloo,  operates  the  Somerville 
Dance  Academy  in  Oak  Ridges. 
David  '88  (Ox)  was  known  for  his 
good  cheer,  compassion,  loyalty 
and  considerable  musical  gifts.  A 
charismatic  pragmatist,  David  worked 
successfully  in  student  politics  and 
was  Seneca  College's  Valedictorian.

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Like  the  sallow  fog  which  in 
winter  so  engulfs  the  College 
campus,  the  mists  which  cloak  the 
origins  of  St.  Andrew's  College  make 
it  difficult  to  speak  of  the  School's 
early  days  with  any  degree  of 
precision.  With  our  hundredth 
anniversary  looming  in  the  distance, 
it  is  appropriate,  therefore,  that  we 
should  bring  to  life  the  neglected 
records — nineteenth-century  food 
bills,  deeds  to  vanished  properties, 
minutes  of  forgotten  meetings, 
records  of  dead  squabbles  with 
tradesmen,  visits  by  long-deceased 
distinguished  guests — which 
contain  hidden  within  them  the 
development  of  the  School  from  its 
shadowy  beginnings  to  the 
institution  of  the  present  day. 

Among  other  things,  the  ideal 
history  of  the  School,  if  that  could 
ever  be  written,  would  amalgamate 
the  collegiate  experience  of  all 
members  of  the  Andrean 
community — the  men  who  shaped 
it,  the  masters  who  taught  in  it,  the 
boys  who  attended  it  and  the  staff 
who  ministered  to  it.  With  that  in 
mind,  I  have  invited  recollections 
from  Governors,  Old  Boys,  masters 
and  staff  from  different  generations 
to  help  me  set  the  scene  accurately. 

How  have  contributors  been 
selected?  My  aim  was  first  to  gather 
at  least  one  contribution  for  each 
graduating  year,  so  as  to  secure 
continuity  of  recollection.  I  began  by 
requesting  reminiscences  from  all 
Old  Boys  who  graduated  before  1930, 
because  it  seemed  essential  to 
preserve  their  memories.  Our  failure 
to  write  a  book  of  this  kind  a 


generation  earlier  has  made  it 
impossible  now  to  recapture  first- 
hand what  life  was  like  at  the 
School's  initial  home  in  Chestnut  Park; 
but  the  oldest  Andreans  have  shown 
impressive  enthusiasm  for  the  project 
and  have  shed  valuable  light  on  life 
at  the  College  from  1911  onwards. 

After  1930,  selection  between 
possible  contributors  was  inevitable. 
If  prefects,  commanding  officers  of 
the  Cadet  Corps  and  Review  editors 
have  had  a  better  chance  of 
inclusion,  this  is  not  because  they 
held  those  offices,  but  because  their 
knowledge  of  the  College  was  wide 
enough  for  them  to  have  been 
elected  to  those  posts,  and  because 
in  carrying  out  their  duties  their 
knowledge  of  St.  Andrew's  was 
extended  still  further.  It  would  also 
have  been  foolish  not  to  seek 
reminiscences  from  some  of  the 
School's  most  prominent  Old  Boys. 


a  reminder  of  how  heavily 
St.  Andrew's  depends  on  their 
loyalty  and  resourcefulness. 

I  have  also  deliberately  sought 
contributions  from  some  people  who 
might  be  expected  to  criticize  the 
College,  but  whose  recollections  are 
at  least  as  interesting  and 
perceptive  as  those  of  the  self- 
confident  and  well-integrated 
Andreans  who  have  moulded  the 
public  life  of  the  place.  This  history 
is  not,  after  all,  a  brochure  and  it 
must,  therefore,  do  its  best  to  reveal 
the  entire  College,  warts  and  all. 
No  service  will  be  done  to  the 
School  by  producing  a  history  that 
is  merely  self-congratulatory.  I  have 
even  invited  a  contribution  from  an 
Old  Boy  who  was  expelled — perhaps 
naively,  as  I  have  received  no  reply. 

The  responses  have  been  rich  in 
variety.  To  quote  the  words  of  an 
advertisement  that  was  once 


"Can  these  dry  bones  live?"  The  College  Archives  was  located  in  an  old  storeroom  for 
years  before  re-location.  Author  William  Scoular  is  sifting  through  nearly  one  hundred 
years  of  School  documents  in  writing  a  history  of  St.  Andrew's.  His  book  will  help 
celebrate  the  School's  Centennial  in  1998-99. 
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I  have  invited  recollections  from 
members  of  the  faculty,  past  and 
present,  only  when  their  experience 
seemed  particularly  significant  in 
the  College's  history  or  was  in 
danger  of  getting  lost,  and  I  have 
asked  employees  of  the  School's  key 
departments  to  contribute,  if  only  as 


familiar,  "all  human  life  is  there": 
the  extremes  of  happiness  and 
misery,  a  ghost  story,  the  theft  of 
Cuban  coins  and  'Old  Andy',  a 
religious  conversion,  two  instances 
of  streaking — even  a  murder. 
Sometimes  the  recollected 
experience  of  people  from  the  same 
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era  has  been  utterly  different. 
But  what  remains  in  contributors' 
memories  is  itself  of  historical 
interest,  whether  the  memory  is 
accurate  or  not.  The  overall  balance 
and  perspective  will,  I  hope,  come 
from  reading  the  book  as  a  whole 
which  will  draw  upon  this  material 
and  very  much  more. 

In  corresponding  with  Andreans  I 
have  been  struck  by  the  affection 
the  College  inspires  and  I  have  been 
impressed  by  the  vividness  and  often 
by  the  poignancy  of  the 
reminiscences  I  have  received. 
Extracts  from  one  of  these 
recollections  (Jim  Herder,  S.A.C. 
1958-1964)  are  printed  next  to  alert 
readers  to  the  fact  that  there  are 
rich  historical  mines  still  waiting  to 
be  tapped. 

One  can  never  be  sure  of  choosing 
the  person  who  can  give  the  most 
evocative  impression  of  his 
generation.  So,  if  anyone  who  has 
not  been  approached  individually 
would  like  to  volunteer  his  or  her 
reminiscences,  they  will,  of  course, 
be  as  welcome  as  any  of  the  others. 

It  is  important  that  the  history  of 
t.  Andrew's  College  not  be  a  dry 
record  of  decisions  taken  or 
buildings  erected.  And  yet,  it  is 
difficult  to  think  of  materials  less 
promising  than  the  mounds  of 
ancient  paper  which  gather  dust  in  the 
basement  of  Dunlap  Hall  from  which 
to  build  a  book.  Like  the  prophet 
Ezekiel  one  might  well  ask,  "Can 

dry  bones  livef  The  task  will  be 
to  extract  life  from  the  dry  bones  and 
even,  hopefully,  with  your  assistance, 
to  breathe  spirit  into  them.

My  earliest  memory  of  St.  Andrew's  is  arriving  in  September  1958  at  the 
age  of  twelve  to  enrol  in  grade  eight. 

My  Mother  and  I  were  met  in  Macdonald  House  by  a  kindly  gentleman 
whom  I  immediately  liked  and  trusted,  Housemaster  John  L.  Wright. 
He  charmed  my  Mother  and  gave  me  a  sense  of  belonging. 

I  was  taken  to  room  110,  on  the  second  floor  of  Mac  House — and  the  first 
student  I  met  was  Bob  Williams,  who  remains  a  close  friend  nearly  forty  years 
later.  There  were  eight  of  us  assigned  to  that  room,  and  it  was  pretty  stark. 
Cast  iron  beds,  with  a  double  shelf  on  the  wall,  and  a  chest  of  drawers  to  store 
belongings  were  the  only  amenities. 

My  memory  of  the  first  day  was  of  terrible  homesickness.  I  had  left  my 
happy  home  twelve-hundred  miles  away,  and  for  some  reason  Mother  had  not 
provided  me  with  any  casual  clothes,  so  when  the  other  "new  boys"  went  out  to 
play  I  crept  into  the  trunk  room  and  cried.  Mr.  Wright  watched  over  us  all  and 
he  found  me,  contacted  Mother  at  the  Park  Plaza  and, 
miraculously,  the  next  day  casual  clothes  arrived  from 
Eaton's  in  Toronto.  I  don't  ever  remember  shedding 
another  tear  at  S.A.C.,  unless  one  counts  the  first  time  I 
came  back  as  an  Old  Boy  and  walked  around  the  Quad. 

The  first  two  years  I  spent  at  the  School,  in  grades 
eight  and  nine,  were  almost  entirely  in  Macdonald  House. 
The  main  floor  of  the  House  consisted  of  classrooms  where 
residence  rooms  are  today,  and  we  took  our  meals 
separately  from  the  Upper  School  in  our  own  dining 
room  located  where  the  Health  Centre  is  now.  We  only 
saw  the  Upper  School  boys  in  Chapel,  watched  them 
compete  on  the  sports  field,  and  were  generally  in  awe 
of  their  seniority. 

My  father  had  been  a  great  athlete,  but  I  never, 
remember  him  ever  attending  a  game  in  which  I 
participated.  However,  St.  John's  was  hardly  around  the 
corner,  and  I  do  not  remember  many  of  the  other  boys' 
parents  being  particularly  visible. 

I  was  "caned"  only  once  when  Mr.  Wright  gave  me  "six  of  the  best". 
I  received  lots  of  advice  from  friends  before  bending  over  in  his  presence,  and 
put  on  extra  underwear  plus  a  bathing  suit,  but  it  still  hurt,  and  my  wallet 
clearly  bore  the  marks  for  years. 

When  I  moved  on  to  grade  ten,  I  was  automatically  put  in  Flavelle  House. 
In  those  days,  Flavelle  housed  only  students  in  grades  10  and  11  and  Memorial 
House  contained  grades  12  and  IS.  However,  1962  changed  everything  with 
regard  to  the  make-up  of  the  School,  and  the  creation  of  Fourth  House  (now 
Sifton)  meant  boys  generally  stayed  in  one  house  for  the  duration  of  their 
Upper  School  careers. 

1962  was  momentous.  Construction  was  non-stop;  the  Upper  School  dining 
room  and  infirmary  were  converted  to  a  residence,  Coulter  Hall,  Ketchum 
Auditorium  and  the  Dining  Hall  were  built,  and  the  School  expanded  from 
about  225  students  to  about  275. 

All  of  this  was  an  enormous  challenge  for  the  Board  and  the 
Administration  of  the  time,  but  as  a  student  I  didn't  give  it  a  second  thought. 

At  that  point  we  started  to  have  a  few  day  boys.  Until  then  the  only  day 
boys  were  the  sons  of  masters,  and  they  did  not  have  an  easy  row  to  hoe.  Two 
or  three  were  friends  of  mine;  Brian  Gibb,  son  of  the  legendary  Dick  Gibb,  and 
Lee  Coulter,  who  was  in  my  class  and  played  soccer  with  me. 

Lee's  father  was  our  Headmaster,  J.  Robert  Coulter,  who  joined  the  School  in 
the  fall  of  1958. 1  never  felt  close  to  him,  but  he  was  fair,  and  cared  about  us.  He 
was  distant,  formal  and  called  me  "Herder"  until  I  joined  the  staff  of  the  School 
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Richard  Carver  Gibb  was  a  favourite 
teacher  of  several  generations  of 
Andreans.  Three  boys  currently  attend 
St.  Andrew's  with  financial  assistance 
provided  by  the  Dick  Gibb  Scholarship 
Fund,  created  by  Old  Boys  and  friends 
in  1987. 
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when  I  was  40!  If  one  of  the  criteria  by  which  a  Headmaster  is  judged  is  the 
faculty  members  he  hires,  then  Bob  Coulter  should  be  ranked  very  highly,  for 
he  added  some  outstanding  people  to  the  faculty  of  St.  Andrew's  College.  One 
such  person  is  Geoffrey  Smith,  who  has  been  a  tower  of  strength,  dedication, 
innovation  and  a  pillar  around  which  the  School  has  flourished  since  1964. 
Entering  grade  ten,  I  became  a  "new  boy"  again,  even  though  in  my 
third  year  at  the  College,  and  was  forced  to  wear  a  plain  blue  tie,  a  red 
beanie,  and  run  between  buildings.  At  Christmas  time,  Bob  Coulter  had 
had  enough  of  the  new  boy  system  and  scrapped  it,  much  to  our  relief,  but 
to  the  consternation  of  those  who  always  resist  change  of  any  kind. 
Another  "joy"  of  being  new  to  the  Upper  School  was  the  Fagging 
system.  To  fag  was  to  be  placed  in  servitude  to  a  prefect  for  a  term.  It  does 
not  hold  the  current  connotation  of  the  word.  I  was  most  fortunate  in  being 
assigned  to  Barry  Thomson  '61.  Barry  was  a  true  gentleman  and  leader  of 
his  class  and  of  the  School.  He  did  not  expect  me  to  do  anything  that  he 
would  not  do  himself,  and  so  when  I  arrived  to  make  his  bed,  clean  his 

room  etc.,  it  was  all  done.  We  simply  had  a  brief  chat 
each  morning  and  he  sent  me  on  my  way.  I  was  in 
awe  of  him  really,  and  was  happy  to  be  able  to  tell 
him  many  years  later  how  much  I  appreciated 
his  friendship. 

Other  senior  boys  took  great  advantage  of  the 
system  which  ended  in  1970  when  Geoff  Smith 
discovered  that  Charlie  Edwards  '70  was  having  his 
breakfast  in  bed  served  to  him  each  morning  by  his 
"fag".  Geoff  coached  three  first  teams  that  year, 
football,  basketball  and  rugby,  and  Charlie  broke 
Geoff  s  nose  in  practice  in  each  of  the  three  terms! 
The  Housemaster  in  Flavelle  was  Rev.  Lloyd  Gesner, 
the  School  Chaplain,  who  was  totally  out  of  his 
league  in  trying  to  run  a  residence  of  fifteen-  and 
sixteen-year  olds.  He  signed  his  name  simply  with  a 
large  "G"  on  our  report  cards  and  so  he  quickly 
became  known  as  "God". 

A  number  of  the  rooms  were  three-man  rooms 
and  we  all  had  much-improved  amenities  compared 
to  the  Lower  School.  Nicer  beds,  our  own  desk,  closet 
and  wardrobe  made  life  more  pleasant,  but  for  me 
the  three-man  room  did  not  work  well.  I  convinced 
Mr.  Gesner  that  I  needed  a  two-man  room  and  he  promoted  one  boy  from 
the  "snake-pit"  fa  room  with  six  or  eight  boys  on  the  main  floor  J  to  join  me. 
I  had  my  choice  of  whom  that  would  be  and  I  chose  Harry  Addison. 

Harry  and  I  became  best  friends.  I  stayed  with  his  family  on  weekends 
so  much  that  his  Dad  said  to  me,  "Anytime  you  are  in  Toronto,  just  come  in 
and  go  to  bed,  we'll  find  you  in  the  morning.  "Harry's  mother  is  the  only 
person  other  than  my  own  whom  I  have  called  "Mother".  When  Harry  died 
suddenly  last  year  it  was  like  someone  put  a  stake  through  my  heart. 
St.  Andrew's  was  like  that.  Friendships  I  made  here  I  have  kept,  and  they 
are  different  friendships  than  others  I've  made  before  or  since.  Old  Boys 
know  what  I  mean,  but  it  is  not  easy  to  explain. 

Masters  like  Dick  Gibb,  Stan  Macfarlane,  Courtney  Stoate,  Aubrey 
Holmes  and  many  others  were  full  of  fun  and  knew  exactly  how  to  treat 
young  men.  They  were  our  mentors  and  our  coaches,  men  for  whom  we 
would  go  through  brick  walls. 

Dick  Gibb  was  very  special.  He  had  the  respect  of  all  the  students  and 
in  the  classroom  would  take  us  through  the  journeys  of  his  life.  While  we 
thought  we  were  diverting  him  from  the  curriculum,  he  knew  exactly  what 
he  wanted  us  to  know  and  so  we  sat  and  listened  enraptured  while  he  spun 
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to  many  tales.  Years  later,  on  a  business  trip,  I  looked  out  of  the  window  of  an 
airplane,  and  spotting  a  "meandering  river"  thought  immediately  of  Dick,  and 
got  a  lump  in  my  throat. 

Smoking  was  common  amongst  the  older  students,  and  the  construction  of 
Fourth  House  added  a  luxury  item  not  before  seen  in  the  School — exhaust  fans  in 
the  shower  rooms.  This  led  to  a  wonderful  location  for  having  a  butt  after  lunch, 
with  the  incriminating  smoke  being  pulled  harmlessly  out  of  the  room.  What 
drinking  there  was  occurred  off-campus,  and  we  never  even  heard  of  drugs. 

In  my  final  year  I  was  fully  involved  in  the  life  of  the  School.  Named  Editor 
of  The  Review,  I  took  on  that  role  with  fervour,  even  though  I  was  on  three  first 
teams,  and  was  a  Chapel  Boy.  I  spent  many  hours  organizing  the  Review  office, 
such  as  it  was,  and  tried  to  put  some  order  in  the  back  copies  of  the  publication. 

A  major  disappointment  was  not  being  awarded  the  Athletic  "A"  which  in 
those  days  required  three  first  team  bars  in  the  same  year.  A  first  team  bar  was 
awarded  to  a  few  players  on  each  first  team  for  excellent  performance.  Thus  to 
win  three  in  a  year  was  very  difficult.  I  was  certain  to  win  my  bar  in  soccer  as 
I  was  assistant  captain  and  had  had  an  excellent  year.  However,  I  got  sloppy 
and  after  the  end  of  the  season  was  caught  smoking  in  my  room.  Louie  Pitman, 
our  coach,  thus  denied  me  my  bar.  I  later  would  win  bars  in  both  basketball 
and  cricket,  so  the  loss  of  the  soccer  bar  was  decisive. 

An  athletic  "A"  had  not  been  awarded  to  anyone  in  the  School  for  several 
years,  and  thus  it  was  not  that  year  either.  It  was  my  own  stupid  fault,  but  still 
I  was  bitterly  disappointed. 

On  Prize  Day  1964,  my  final  day  as  a  student  at  St.  Andrew's,  I  awaited 
eagerly  for  the  prize  given  by  Old  Boys  to  the  Editor  of  the  Review.  It  did  not 
happen,  and  when  I  asked  Mr.  Coulter  afterwards  he  simply  said,  "The  Old  Boys 
discontinued  it  this  year. "  I  was  crushed. 

Nine  months  later,  in  the  spring  of  1965, 1  received  a  copy  of  a  four  page 
leaflet  called  The  Andrean  advising  Old  Boys  of  the  appointment  of  Jim 
Hamilton  as  Executive  Director  of  the  S.A.C.  Foundation.  A  few  days  later  I 
called  Jim  and  asked  him  how  I  could  donate  a  prize  for  the  Editor  of  the 
Review.  He  explained  how  an  endowed  fund  worked,  and  I  contributed  enough 
to  ensure  a  prize  be  given  to  the  Editor  annually  in  perpetuity. 

That  incident  indirectly  led  me  back  to  St.  Andrew's  as  a  volunteer  a 
number  of  years  later  when  I  relocated  to  Toronto  with  Thomson  Newspapers 
Limited.  Jim  Hamilton  lost  no  time  in  getting  me  involved  with  the  School  and  I 
joined  on  as  a  member  of  the  Association  Council.  I  served  my  School  as 
President  of  the  Association  from  1979-1982,  and  as  such,  was  an  ex-officio 
member  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  Following  my  term  as  President,  Peter  D.  G. 
Harris,  Chairman  of  the  Board,  invited  me  to  become  a  full  member  of  the 
Board.  I  happily  accepted  and  the  first  job  I  was  assigned  was  to  help  develop  a 
new  prospectus  with  the  recently-named  Headmaster,  Robert  Bedard. 

That  fortunate  turn  of  events  led  me  to  apply  for  Jim  Hamilton's  job  when 
he  retired  in  1985.  And  the  rest,  as  they  say,  is  history.

The  ozone  hole  continues  to  grow 
at  an  alarming  rate  and  this  has 
already  had  a  huge  impact  on 
countries  such  as  Australia,  Chile 
and  Peru.  Rates  of  skin  cancer, 
cataracts  and  other  skin  diseases 
are  rising  at  alarming  rates. 
Children  in  these  countries  are 
encouraged  to  stay  indoors  between 
the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  3  p.m.  New 
clothing  is  being  developed  with  SPF 
(Sun  Protection  Factor)  fibre  built 
into  the  garment.  Hats  and  sunblock  , 
are  a  part  of  everyday  wear.  In 
Canada,  in  particular  the  Greater 
Toronto  Region,  rates  of  skin  cancel' 
are  also  on  the  rise.  The  thinning 
ozone  layer  does  not  discriminate- 
we  are  all  being  affected  by  its 
harmful  UV  rays.

To  meet  the  demand, 
universities  across  North  America 
are  offering  various  environmental 
programs  where  none  previously 
existed.  Specialists  are  required  in 
fields  such  as  environmental  law 
and  business. 

In  addition  to  teaching  about  the 
environment  at  various  levels  and  in 
various  courses  across  the 
curriculum,  St.  Andrew's  College  has 
a  grade  12  Environmental  Science 
course.  Over  the  years,  students  in

•  The  last  link  with  the  original  School  (1899)  was  severed  when  a  dinner  was 
held  to  honour  Dr.  Percy  J.  (Cicero)  Robinson  who  retired.  He  had  taught  at 
St.  Andrew's  for  forty-seven  years.  The  Rt.  Hon.  Vincent  Massey  '06  was 
Guest  Speaker.

Try  to 
visualize  the  amount  of  memories 
St.  Andrew's  College  has  after 
almost  one  hundred  years  of  life. 
Where  can  we  put  everything? 

Until  1986  at  St.  Andrew's,  any 
mementos  or  other  morsels  of 
historical  significance  were  stored 
in  boxes  placed  wherever  there  was 
room. 

The  School's  first  archivist, 
Douglas  Worling  '50,  was  not  hired 
until  1989,  our  90th  anniversary. 


When  Douglas  started,  the 
"archives"  consisted  of  a  10'  by  12' 
room  in  the  basement  of  Dunlap 
Hall.  Long  group  photos  were  on  the 
walls  and  there  was  a  seemingly 
endless  number  of  file  cabinets 
filled  to  the  brim  with  past  student 
records  and  other  pertinent  bits  of 
information.  In  the  middle  of  the 
room,  there  was  an  old  pool  table, 
piled  high  with  boxes  of  photos, 
yearbooks,  trophies  and  articles 
about  the  early  days  of  the  College. 
His  "office"  was  a  small  section  of 
the  pool  table,  where  he  had  a 
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typewriter.  He  used  a  "corner 
pocket"  for  his  writing  supplies. 

One  of  the  first  things  Douglas  did 
was  to  send  out  a  request  to  all 
former  Andreans  asking  for  photos 
and  anything  else  connected  with 
St.  Andrew's.  He  carefully  sorted 
and  catalogued  everything  he 
received  and  stored  it  in  proper 
archival  boxes.  Eventually  the 
catalogue  was  computerized. 

By  now,  the  small  room  was 
bulging  at  the  seams.  A  much  larger 
location  was  found  down  the  hall, 
and  Douglas  was  instrumental  in  the 
set  up  of  the  present  Archives. 
Floor-to-ceiling  shelves  were 
installed  in  a  back  room,  where 
things  could  be  stored  in  a  more 
efficient  manner.  He  rescued  a  long 
wooden  table  from  the  refuse  heap, 
had  it  repaired  and  restored  and 
found  a  matching  bench  from  the 
library  of  one  of  the  residences. 
Some  original  chairs  from  the  old 
dining  hall  were  acquired  as  well  as 
some  dishes  used  by  the  boys  of  the 
1920s  and  1930s.  These  were  all 
placed  in  the  large  entrance  room. 
He  was  also  able  to  display  photos  of 
the  two  Toronto  locations  of  S.A.C. 
as  well  as  numerous  cadet  and 
sports  photos  from  the  early  years. 
Various  caps  the  boys  used  to  wear, 
including  one  from  1900,  and  several 
medals  and  trophies  also  have  a 
place  of  honour. 

Douglas,  who  retired  in  1996,  was 
involved  in  the  planning  and 
establishment  of  showcases  to  house 
some  of  the  many  pieces  of 
memorabilia  which  have  been 
donated  to  the  College  over  the 


years.  We  are  always  interested  in 
receiving  anything  which  played  a 
part  in  the  history  of  St.  Andrew's, 
from  a  lapel  pin,  to  a  crest,  to  a 
blazer  or  sports  uniforms  and 
equipment.  (Please  contact  the 
College  at  905-727-4002). 

With  our  centennial  celebration 
less  than  two  years  away  we  hope  to 
have  a  huge  display  of  artifacts  from 
each  decade  of  our  history  to  help 
you  reminisce  in  that  stroll  down 
memory  lane.

We  celebrate  special 
year  reunions  with 
the  classes  of 
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John  Omstead,  or  Johnny  0  as 
he  doesn't  mind  calling  himself,  is 
uncomfortable  with  pretentious  titles. 

He  won't  even  take  the  name  of 
the  word  CEO  in  vain.  Ask  him  what 
his  position  is  at  Family  Tradition 
Foods  and  he  tells  you:  "It  depends 
what  day  it  is.  Some  days  I'm 
president  and  other  days  I'm  chief 
cook  and  bottle  washer." 

It  has  been  a  year  and  a  half  now 
since  John  Omstead,  37,  and  his 
brother  and  sister-in-law,  Tom  and 
Sue,  saved  Tecumseh's  Green  Giant 
plant.  "At  that  time,  we  (FTF  in 
Wheatley)  needed  more  production 
facilities,"  John  related.  "I  read 
about  Green  Giant  in  the  newspaper 
and  thought  we  can  produce  every 
bit  as  efficiently  in  Canada  as  they 
can  in  the  States." 

The  call  was  made  to  Pillsbury  and 
the  rest  is  history...  well,  almost.  "We 
sold  ourselves  as  a  good  candidate," 
John  recalled.  "The  bad  news  was  we 
couldn't  afford  it."  Through  a  unique 
Strategic  Alliance  Partnership,  and 
support  from  Pillsbury  with  the 
National  Bank  of  Canada,  the 
Omsteads  were  able  to  cement  an 
unheard  of  loan  in  Canada  and  buy 
what  they  couldn't  afford. 

The  partnership  with  Pillsbury, 
headquartered  in  Minneapolis,  has 
prospered.  "There  isn't  a  Green 
Giant  product  in  any  grocery  store  in 
Canada  that  we  haven't  touched," 
said  Omstead.  Many  people  assume 
that  Johnny  0  inherited  his  business. 
Not  so.  In  fact,  his  family  —  "my  dad, 
grandfather,  seven  or  eight  uncles  and 
about  20  cousins"  —  sold  Omstead 


Foods  Limited  in  Wheatley  to  Labatt's 
in  1984.  John  was  general  manager 
of  the  vegetable  division  and  stayed 
on  for  five  years  before  unshackling 
himself  from  the  restrictions  a  large 
company  can  impose. 

John  remembers  when 
computers  came  on  the  scene  and 
he  was  not  allowed  to  bring  his 
Apple  Plus  II  to  work  at  Omstead. 
So  he  used  it  at  home  and  it 
changed  his  life.  He  found  that 
computer  spreadsheets  allowed 
him  to  manage  information  about 
the  vegetable  growers  and  put  him 
in  control  to  make  good  decisions. 

His  mastery  of  technological 
information  also  helped  him  after  he 
quit  Omstead  in  April  of  1989  and 
started  his  own  business  "40  days 
after  I  was  married".  He  acted  as 
middleman  for  Townline  Farms  and 
Processing  in  Eastern  Ontario  near 
Trenton,  buying  specialty  frozen 
vegetables  and  transporting  them  in 
1,200-pound  boxes  to  Wheatley, 
where  he  kept  them  for  about  a 
month  in  40,000  square  feet  of  space 
leased  from  Taylor  Cold  Storage. 

Omstead  turned  over  the  goods, 
"with  little  or  no  value  added",  to 
large  companies  such  as  Heinz 
and  Campbell's. 

He  was  doing  quite  well  for  himself 
for  a  couple  of  years,  until  early  in  the 
1990s,  when  Heinz  bought  Omstead 
Foods  from  Labatt's  one  fateful  day. 
"Now  Heinz  owned  their  own  vegetable 
company  and  they  didn't  need  to  buy 
from  me,"  he  said.  Since  Heinz 
represented  about  half  his  business, 
Omstead  describes  the  next  year  as, 
quite  simply,  "a  nightmare".  He  lost 
everything  he  had  gained  in  the  first 
two  years,  as  he  went  from  turning 
over  the  produce  in  one  month,  to  not 
being  able  to  sell  it. 

Omstead  entered  the  food  service 
business,  hitting  the  road  to  sell  his 
products  as  far  away  as  Montreal 
and  Ohio.  He  slowly  embraced  the 
value-added  component  of  the  food 
processing  business  and  developed  his 
own  label  —  Family  Tradition  Foods. 
His  brother  Tom  left  Omstead's 
personnel  department  and  got 


involved  with  Taylor  Cold  Storage. 
Soon  the  two  brothers  were  working 
together.  They  bought  an  archaic 
"ferris  wheel-type"  machine,  the  size 
of  a  little  fridge,  and  began  packaging 
unique  vegetable  products  to  fill 
niche  markets. 

"One  of  the  weaknesses  of  a  big 
company  is  they  get  lost  in  their  own 
functions,"  Omstead  said.  "I  believe 
things  need  to  be  separate,  so  you 
know  where  you  are  making  and 
losing  money."  While  developing  sales 
on  the  road  for  two  years,  Omstead 
discovered,  that  "a  lot  of  big  companies 
don't  look  into  new  things". 

The  FTF  label  began  to  prosper, 
marketing  tiny  peas,  super  sweet  corn 
and  whole  green  and  yellow  beans, 
instead  of  cut  ones.  Restaurants  in 
Michigan,  Ohio,  and  Toronto  liked  the 
product.  Whole  vegetables  are  "better 
on  the  eye  and  lend  themselves  to 
improved  dish  presentation". 

Omstead  struck  up  a  partnership 
with  the  Asgrow  Seed  Company  in 
Kalamazoo,  Michigan,  a  vegetable 
supplier  around  the  world,  because 
the  owner  liked  "the  underdog",  and 
Johnny  O's  innovative  nature.  Other 
partnerships  were  developed  with 
food  service  distributors  in  Montreal 
and  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

FTF  is  now  as  big  as  Omstead 
Foods  and  is  planning  to  expand  its 
warehousing  operation  in  Tecumseh, 
doubling  the  100,000  square  footage 
over  a  five-year  period. 

John  Omstead  is  actually  "living 
his  dream"  and  he  admits  that  all 
of  this  was  incomprehensible  to  him 
a  few  years  ago. 

He  insists,  however,  that  whatever 
happens  in  the  future,  he  will  remain 
the  boy  who  grew  up  on  the  Lake  Erie 
port...  who  loves  nothing  better  than  to 
go  fishing  with  his  buddies  in  his 
23-foot  boat,  pull  into  shore  and  fry 
up  the  catch  of  the  day. 

"Money  doesn't  motivate  me,"  he 
said.  "It's  not  the  end  that  counts, 
it's  the  journey."

In  these  environmental  times,  we 
were  able  to  re-cycle  and  re-use  the 
above  paragraph  from  twenty-five 
years  ago.  Basketball  has  changed  a 
great  deal  in  the  last  quarter  century, 
but  as  they  say  in  Quebec,  "Plus  c'est 
change,  plus  c'est  la  meme  chose". 

Once  again  this  year,  the  Saints  went 
through  an  undefeated  season  in  the 
C.I.SAA  to  claim  first  place  and  home 
court  advantage  for  the  title  game. 
As  usual,  our  gym  was  full  of  faithful 
fans  to  "greet"  the  visitors  from 
Hiffield-Strathallan  College  in  Hamilton. 

Both  teams  played  cautiously  in 
the  first  frame  which  ended  with  the 
Saints  clinging  to  a  9-7  lead.  The 
Saints  netted  20  points  in  the  next 
quarter  to  move  ahead  29-18  at  the 
midway  point  in  the  game.  Hillfield 


made  things  interesting  in  the 
second  half,  but  were  unable  to 
overtake  the  Saints  who  won  the 
contest  47-39,  much  to  the  delight 
of  the  200  or  so  S.A.C.  supporters. 

With  47  seconds  left  in  the  game, 
captain  Tim  Jackson  left  the  floor  for 
the  final  time  as  a  Saint.  He  received  a 
standing  ovation  in  recognition  of  his 
four  years  on  the  First  team.  Tim  was 
the  game's  leading  scorer  with  18 
points,  including  one  three-pointer 
and  five  of  seven  free  throws. 
Chris  Donnelly,  also  playing  his 
final  game,  added  11  points. 

For  just  the  second  time  in  the 
School's  ninety-eight  year  history,  our

there  was  a  twist — Coach  Da 
was  at  the  helm  for  the  "three 
In  1970-71-72  the  team  had  a  different 
coach  each  season.  This  year's  victory 
was  Coach  Josselyn's  fifth  title,  giving  him 
more  championships  than  any  other

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"Let  me  begin  by  thanking  the  Hall 
of  Fame  Board  and  all  those  who  were 
instrumental  in  my  nomination.  May  1 
express  my  heartfelt  gratitude  for  this 
elite  distinction  that  you  have  bestowed 
upon  me  —  an  honour  that  I  share 
with  my  family,  my  School,  St.  Andrew's 
College,  with  Tennis  Canada,  and  with 
the  entire  Canadian  tennis  community. 

in  some  sense.  I  share  this 
honour  with  my  late  parents  whose 
encouragement  enabled  me  to 
develop  and  eventually  compete  at  an 
international  level.  And,  in  a  real  sense, 
I  share  this  award  with  my  wife,  Anne, 
my  partner  on  and  off  the  court,  to 
whom  I  owe  so  much  for  so  many  years 
of  emotional  support  and  love,  as  well 
as  shrewd  technical  counsel.  I  also  share 
this  award  with  my  four  supportive 
tennis  playing  sons. 

"Perhaps  on  this  veiy  special  occasion, 
I  might  be  allowed  to  say  a  few  words 
about  the  sport  that  has  been  my 
consuming  passion  for  the  last  fifty  years. 
Tennis  is  a  most  beautiful  sport,  and  also 
one  of  the  most  demanding.  If  you've 
ever  played  tennis,  even  a  little,  you  have 
some  idea  how  hard  it  is  to  play  the  game 
well.  It  requires  mastery  of  countless 
physical  skills:  body  control,  hand-eye 
coordination,  quickness,  speed,  power 
and  endurance. 

"But  don't  suppose  that  all  success  in 
tennis  can  be  put  down  to  tirelessly 
developed  skills.  It  also  draws  heavily 
on  the  mental  and  emotional  character 
of  the  player:  mental  toughness, 
concentration,  perseverance,  strategy, 
confidence,  and  that  strange  mix  of 
caution  and  abandon  we  call  courage. 
The  best  tennis  players  are  artists,  the 


court  is  their  canvas,  and  the  racket  is 
their  brush. 

"My  interest  in  tennis  began  as  a 
teenager,  when  I  passed  the  time 
fooling  around  on  tennis  courts  with 
two  friends,  both  of  whom  are  Jesuit 
priests  today.  As  young  boys,  we 
certainly  didn't  think  of  tennis  as  a 
symbol  for  anything  at  all.  Nevertheless, 
—  decades  later  —  I  suggest  that 
tennis  is  a  powerful  metaphor  for 
something  far  larger  than  itself —  a 
metaphor  for  the  human  struggle, 
against  not  only  an  opponent,  but 
against  one's  self.  Tennis  teaches  you  to 
eliminate  the  excuses,  to  take 
advantage  of  your  surroundings,  to 
understand  your  competitors,  and 
ultimately,  to  recognize  and  work  to 
overcome  your  weaknesses. 

"Meeting  with  triumph  and  disaster 
is  another  of  several  things  that  tennis 
teaches.  Triumph  for  one  is  loss  for 
another.  Winning  is  easy:  real  courage 
is  required  when  you  lose,  and  the 
significant  issue  is  not  losing,  but  the 
player's  adjustment  to  it.  One  year,  I 
lost  for  52  straight  weeks,  and  looking 
back,  I  realize  that  was  the  year  I 
became  a  player. 

"1  have  always  considered  myself  to 
be  an  athlete  first  and  a  tennis  player 
second.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind 
that  the  upward  trajectory  of  my  career 
as  an  educator  has  been  the  result  of 
qualities  of  an  abstract  nature  which 
sports  inspired  in  me — discipline, 


concentration,  will,  and  consistency. 
I  believe  that  an  athlete's  character  is 
more  important  than  his  skill.  Tennis 
instilled  in  me  an  unswerving  faith  in 
myself,  and  for  that  I  owe  a  great  debt 
to  the  sport. 

"I  can  say  with  some  confidence  that 
sports  teach,  and  teach  better  than 
anything  else.  Every  athlete  knows 
what  many  other  students  never  will  — 
that  nothing  can  be  learned  without 
discipline.  There  are  no  harder  workers 
than  athletes  if  they  can  be  made  to  see 
the  point  of  discipline  as  clearly  as  they 
can  see  the  point  of  sport.  Arthur  Ashe 
once  said  that  if  making  the  team 
depended  entirely  on  one's  grades, 
somehow  or  other,  disciplined  athletes 
would  achieve  the  grades.  For  me, 
self-discipline  and  faith  have  been 
the  integral  components  of  my  success. 

"Sports  teaches  the  democratic  virtues 
of  fairness,  team  spirit,  and  compassion. 
Over  the  years,  we  have  watched  the 
world  of  sport  begin  to  influence  the  rest 
of  the  world.  Issues  of  gender,  race,  and 
economics  often  find  their  testing  ground 
in  a  sports  context.  I  am  confident  that 
the  blessings  of  sport  will  continue 
toward  making  the  world  a  better  place 
in  which  to  live. 

"What  an  honour  to  be  here  tonight 
and  to  join  such  an  illustrious  group  of 
athletes  and  builders!  As  an  athlete, 
one  could  hope  for  little  more."

One  of  the  newest  facilities  at 
St.  Andrew's  College  is  the  The  Robert 
McCutcheon  Athletic  and  Physiotherapy 
Centre".  The  Centre  is  named  for  a 
mentor  and  favourite  uncle  of  a  current 
parent,  Mr.  Randall  A  Ferris,  who  is 
contributing  the  major  portion  of 
funding  through  his  Foundation. 

For  many  years,  something  lacking 
at  St.  Andrew's  was  an  adequate  locker 
room,  especially  for  our  First  teams. 
First  team  football  coach, 
Michel  Cameron,  recognized  the 
problem  and  decided  to  do  something 
about  it.  There  was  a  large  area  under 
the  Dunlap  gym  which  had  old  wooden 
lockers,  but  it  wasn't  used  effectively. 
Michel  drew  up  plans  for  a  new  locker 
room  and  submitted  them  to  the 
administration.  These  were  approved 
and  the  new  room  was  ready  for  the 
opening  of  the  1996  football  season. 

"I  got  the  idea  for  the  layout  from  my 
experience  at  university  as  a  football 
player  and  coach,"  Michel  said.  The 
floor  plan  was  based  on  the  Bishop's 
University  room  and  the  stalls  are  the 
same  type  that  are  in  use  at  McGill. 
We  dealt  with  the  same  company." 

There  are  a  number  of  advantages 
to  a  room  such  as  this.  All  members  of  a 
team  use  the  same  room  every  day, 
which  brings  a  team  together,  even 
before  a  coach  enters  the  room.  Also, 
it  makes  it  possible  for  day  boys  and 
boarders  to  keep  their  sports 
equipment  out  of  the  corridors  and  the 
residences  and  therefore  properly  aired, 
organized  and  secured.  The  room  is 
also  used  for  team  meetings  and  video 
instruction,  which  maximizes  team 
spirit,  morale  and  pride.

and  it  helped  us  continue  to  build 
great  team  spirit.  The  football  players 
themselves  donated  a  stereo  system 
and  helped  to  decorate  the  room." 

First  basketball  used  it  during  the 
winter  term,  and  First  and  Second  rugby 
teams  have  moved  in,  much  to  the 
appreciation  of  both  players  and  coaches. 

In  addition  to  the  locker  room,  a 
well-equipped  physiotherapy  room  is 
being  built  for  the  benefit  of  our  student 
athletes.  When  finished  during  the 
summer,  it  will  include  a  whirlpool, 
an  ultra-sound  machine,  a  special 
treatment  table  and  a  muscle 
stimulator,  among  other  things. 
A  fully-qualified  physiotherapist  will 
visit  St.  Andrew's  three  times  a  week 
to  make  sure  our  athletes  properly 
recover  from  their  injuries. 

These  facilities  are  a  big  asset  to  our 
athletic  program  and  hopefully  they  will

The  basement  of  Dunlap  Hall  received  a  major  facelift  with  the  creation  of 
a  Varsity  locker  room  for  the  use  of  football,  basketball  and  rugby  teams. 
Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Randall  Ferris,  a  current  parent,  the  facility 
will  be  dedicated  to  Mr.  Robert  McCutcheon,  an  uncle  of  Mr.  Ferris. 
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It  took  just  one  game  for  the 
St.  Andrew's  College  Saints'  MacPherson 
Tournament  to  become  a  noteworthy 
high  school  hockey  event.  On  a  cold 
January  evening  in  1984,  three  graduates 
of  Saskatchewan's  Notre  Dame  Hounds 
were  on  hand  to  witness  their  alma 
mater  take  on  SAC.'s  varsity  Saints  in 
a  Friday  evening  contest  at  the  Aurora 
Community  Centre.  That  the  threesome 
consisted  of  Wendel  Clark,  Russ  Courtnall 
and  Gary  Leeman,  at  the  time  the 
components  of  the  Hound  Line  for  the 
Toronto  Maple  Leafs,  made  the  draw  an 
easy  sell.  And,  as  St.  Andrew's  went  on  to 
a  5-4  overtime  victory  that  night  en 
route  to  a  silver  medal,  the  MacPherson 
Tournament  was  on  its  way  to  its  current 
status  as  a  premier  event. 

With  the  School's  hockey  tradition 
dating  back  to  the  early  1900s,  it's 
surprising  that  a  tournament — named 
in  honour  of  Lloyd  MacPherson, 
Assistant  to  the  Headmaster  for 


twenty-five  years — wasn't  developed  time  winners  of  the  event  since 


sooner.  "When  you  go  back  to  the  1960s 
when  I  went  to  school  here,  the  hockey 
team  might  have  played  about  twelve 
games.  It  wasn't  until  the  1970s  that 
the  program  really  started  to  expand," 
explained  Jim  Herder,  Director  of 
Development  for  St.  Andrew's  College. 
"We  started  the  tournament  with  a  gem 
of  a  game  like  that,  and  now  it  has 
turned  into  a  preview  of  what  is 
probably  going  to  happen  at  O.F.S.A.A. 
The  teams  we  recruit  are  all  strong  in 
their  own  leagues." 

An  added  touch  is  the  annual  luncheon, 
which  has  featured  such  noted  guest 
speakers  as  Gordie  Howe,  Jean  Beliveau, 
Bobby  Baun  and  Hockey  Night  in  Canada 
host  Ron  MacLean  on  Friday. 

"There  is  no  question  that  the  fondest 
memory  my  players  have  is  this 
tournament.  They  remember  S.A.C. 
more  than  they  do  O.F.S.A.A.,"  said 
Brian  Ceppetelli,  head  coach  of 
Sudbury's  St.  Charles  Cardinals,  three- 


debuting  in  1990.  "We  have  been  just 
about  everywhere  as  a  hockey  team 
and  this  is  the  classiest  tournament 
of  them  all.  1  have  had  coaches  ask 
me  to  try  to  get  them  into  the 
tournament,  but  it's  a  pretty  select 
list.  So  far,  we  have  managed  not  to 
embarrass  ourselves." 

Despite  a  tradition  of  icing  strong 
teams,  the  host  Saints  did  not  claim  a 
championship  until  defeating 
Buffalo's  Nichols  School  Vikings  in 
overtime  in  the  1993  final. 

Fred  Perowne,  whose  brother 
Charlie  wore  the  captain's  jersey  two 
seasons  ago,  became  the  answer  to  a 
trivia  question  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season  when  he  was  named  team 
captain.  The  Perownes  are  just  the 
third  set  of  brothers  to  be  team 
captain  of  the  Saints,  joining  Fred 
and  Ross  Miller  in  1925  and  1926, 
and  Jeff  and  Greg  Baun,  sons  of 
Bobby  Baun,  in  the  late  1970s. 

"Everybody  from  the  janitor  to  the 
students  and  staff  is  on  hand  for  Friday 
night's  game.  It  becomes  a  big  event  for 
everyone,"  said  the  18-year-old  OAC 
student,  who  was  a  grade  9  rookie 
during  the  1993  championship  season.

At  The  Soo,  led  by  Captain 
Fred  Perowne  '97,  the  Saints  thrilled 
the  crowd  with  a  4-3  win  over  U.C.C.  to 
advance  to  the  quarter-final  undefeated. 
Mike  Tatum  in  goal  was  the  star  as  he 
thwarted  the  opposition  time  and  time 
again.  In  the  quarters  the  Saints  won 
3-2  in  overtime  against  York  Mills  and 
then  defeated  the  Beaver  Brae  Broncos 
from  Kenora  4-2  in  the  semi-final. 

This  set  up  the  final  with  a 
powerhouse  U.C.C.  team  which  defeated 
S.A.C.  5-0  to  capture  their  third  Ontario 
title  in  six  years.

Horace  Brown 

passed  away  on  October  24, 
1996,  in  Minden,  Ontario. 
Horace  was  an  Alderman  for  the 
City  of  Toronto  for  twelve  years 
ending  in  1972  and  held  the 
distinction  of  serving  as 
Chairman  of  all  of  the  Council 
committees.  A  polio  victim  from 
the  time  he  was  eight  months 
old,  Horace  was  the  proud 
founder  of  the  Canadian  March 
of  Dimes.

Donald  D.  Carrick 

passed  away  on  February  28, 
1997,  after  a  long  illness.

Frederick  N.A.  Rowell 

passed  away  on  September  14, 
1996.  A  retired  lawyer,  he  leaves 
behind  a  legacy  of  service  to  his 
country  and  to  the  communities 
of  Agassiz  and  Vancouver, 
British  Columbia.  Fred  was  a  pilot
